PUBLIC  HEALTH  __REP_ORT  ___FO_R  YEAR 

I  present  a  brief  typewritten  report  on  the  health  and 
nan it ary  circumstances  of  the  County. 

Dr  Collins  resigned  his  positions-  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
to  the  City  of  Peterborough  and  Gohool  Medical  Officer  to  the  City 
Education  Authority .  Ho  was  succeeded  in  those  costs  by  Dr  William 
Johnstone.  H.D  Giant  D.P.II-  Cambridge  who  is  n  a  whole  time 
official.  Dr  Collins  also  resigned  his  post  as  Medical  Officer 

of  Health  to  the  Rural  District  of  Peterborough  and  mas  succeeded 
in  this  post  by  Dr  Harold  Clapham.  It  is  gratifying  to 

record  the  appreciation  expressed  by  his  Council  for  his  many  years 
of  service  in  the  cause  of  public  health.  During  his  tenure  of. 
office  many  noteworthy  improvements  in  san.i to.tion  were  made.  •  - 
I  need  only  mention  tho  drainage  of  Walton  end  Herrington  and  the 
'housing  schemes  at  Walton  and  Eye.  lie  anticipated  by  many  years 
the  work  done  in  other  areas  undor  tho  Housing  Acts  of  1009  and  1018. 
Dr  Collins  has  also  ro signed  his  posts  of  School  Medical  Officer  and 

Inspector  of  Midwivos  undor  tho  County  Council.'

Dr  Greenwood  has  continued  to  act  as  Medico, 1  Officer  of  Health  to 
the  Barnaok  Rural  District. 

Mr  Ho  den  >  Mr  Iloblo.  Hr  Ponwill » 
and  Mr  Rushmoro  havo  continuod  to  act  an  sanitary  inspectors. 

1  have  continued  to  act  as  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
Tuborculoois  Officer  and  Officor  undor  tho  Mortal  Doficionoy  Act 
and  in  addition,  have  since  Dr  Collins’  retirement  boon  appointed 
School  Medical  Officer  and  Inspector  of  Mi Gun  von . 

Sinco  my  last  roport  was  uiblishod  tho  inhabit  .ants  of  this 
Counts  havo  had  tho  exnonsivo  privilogo  of  living  under  the  Ministry

of  Health.  Tho  following  remarks  are  from  tho  Ministry’s  Chief  1 
Medical  Officer’s  ronort  and  aro  sufficiently  causing  to  bo  efuotod. 
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Our  business  at  the  ;  ini s try  of  Health  is  not  to  build  for  to-day 
or  to -morrow  but  for  the  future  -  not  to  attempt  to  nettle  thin 
or  that  or  the  other  local  specific  hea.lth  problem  but  to  view  ruck 
problems  as  -parts  of  a  whole  and  si  only  but  surely  to  lay  foundation 

that  will  onduro . .  It  is  a  complex  piece  of  machinery  which  can 

be  judged  only  on  its  working  over  a  long  poriod  of  time.. . 

The  establishment  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  does  not  solve  and  was 
not  meant  to  solve  problems  of  local  ,solf -government .  " 

These  are  noble  sentiments  very  commondably  expressed,  but 
translated  into  tho  ordinary  language  of  tho  man  in  tho  street 
amount  to  thin.  Tho  Ministry  of  Health  is  established  for  the 
convenience  of  bureaucrats.  In  spite  of  its  heavy  cost  by  which 
you  are  overburdened  you  noou  not  expect  to  see  any  benefit  in  your 
life  tirao  and  you  will  still  continue  to  die  as  fast  as  ever  from 
influenza,  tuberculosis,  and  cancer.  To  put  if  bluntly  no 

section  of  the  community  is  satisfied  with  tho  work  of  tho  Ministry. 
Organs  of  public  opinion  varying  as  widely  as  7 The  Timor,"  and 
"Tho  Labour  Loader"  express  tho  same  unstinted  blame. 

Tho  friends  of  tho  ministry  doclaro  this  to  be  a  malevolent  personal 
attack  upon  the  Minister  and  his  officials.  Tho  reasons  of  diatom..; 
are  not  of  this  nature  but  depend  partly  upon  unavoidable  causes 
such  as  tho  terrible  epidemic  of  influenza,  but  chiofly  upon 
the  failure  of  tho  Ministry’ s  housing  scheme,  upon  its  failure  to 
adopt  a  sound  and  courageous  policy  in  regard  to  tho  prevention  of 
veneroal  disoaro,  its  insistence  upon  schemes  "or  infant,  welfare, 
and  its  comparative  neglect  of  tho  all  important  enaction  ol 
dentistry  and  sick  nursing.  It  has  also  undertaken  with  an 

enormously  augumentod  staff  tho  work  previously  carried  out  by  tho 
Insurance  Commissioners  which  might  w el 1  nave  been  allowed  to 
remain  in  tho  hands  of  the  former  administrators,  who  ha\ ©  a3.ro  sly 
proved  to  thoir  own  satisfaction  (  if  not  to  that  oi  the  ta&payors } 
that  tho  only  real  bonoficiarios  under  tho  scjisoo  wore  bureaucrats. 
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L  ntly  tho  policy  nor;  adopted  by  tho  Ministry  Of  ’icorn  of  intorf ri 
in  every  trifling  dotr.il  of  local  administration  loads  to  'Tort 
waste  of  time  and  bad  fooling.  Thus  a  correspondence  between 
ono  Local  Authori  by  and  ttio  ini  :try  wont  on  for  over  a  year  on  tho 
weighty  point  a  a  to  whether  obildron’n  oyos  should  bo  dilated  with 
atropine  ointnont  or  with  tabloids  of  the  cane  substance. 

Finally  drop  a  were  .adopted  and  both  sides  r, -tired  wi  th  tho  oliv  ; 
crovm  of  victory.

From  January  1st  1919  to  December  3 1st  1019,  718  of  the  746  births 


were  notified  to  the  County  liodi cal  Officer  -  a  percentage  of  96  - 
641  were  notified  by  doctors,  167  by  midwives,  9  by  registrars  and 
1  by  relatives.  There  '.Tore  seven  pairs  of  twins,  and  one  set  of 
triplets.  Twonty-ono  childron  we  re  stillborn.,

Unlike  most  areas  in  England, 

Peterborough  shows  no  increase  in  tho  number  of  births,  but  it  is 
unlikely  that  tho  inoroase  in  tho  number  of  births  in  England  as  a 
whole  is  anything  but,  a  temporary  phenomenon  and  that  the  downward 
tendency  will  continue  unchecked. 

It,  is  rare  to-day  to  see  tho  large  families  of  8  to  10  children 

i 

which  used  to  fill  the  cottage,  the  parsonage,  and  the  doctors 
louse.  How  that  the  death  rate  has  fallen  so  enormously  the 
smallness  of  the  birth  rate  is  not  of  so  great  importance,  especially 
when  the  increase  of  population  of  S-jr  millions  between  1901-  1911 
is  called  to  mind.  This  inoroase  of  3-jj  millions  is  greater  than 
the  total  increase  of  population  during  the  whole  of  the  18th  Century 
At  present  an  increase  of  population  moans  increased  food  and  coal 
production.  The  supply  of  the  latter  commodity  is  distinctly 
limited.  The  distressing  point  about  tho  diminished  birth  rato 

is  that  tho  decrease  is  most  noticeable  among  tho  best  sto  ms. 

The  skilled  artisan  and  tho  agricultural  labourer  breed  sparingly, 
the  slum  dweller  on  the  other  hand  is  as  prolific  as  ever*

Up  to  the  ago  of  1.5  only  115  doatho  woro  registered,  during  the 
1.5-25  ago  period  only  31  additional  deaths  occurred,  whilst  between 
25-45  the  figure  bounds  up  to  58,  and  from  45-65  to  152. 

These  figures  suroly  show  that  at  about  40  the  tissues  of  men 
begin  to  degenerate.  This  is  the  time  to  medically  inspect  and 
to  apply  troatmont  with  the  most  striking  results. 

The  dogonorativo  changes  which  begin  at.  this  period,  proceed 
slowly  and  do  not  kill  with  tho  lightening  like  rapidity  with 
which  acute  infections  destroy  tho  congenitally  debilitated  infant. 
From  1-15  years  of  ago  sooms  to  bo  a  particularly  healthy  period 
of  life.  It  is  upon  this  period  that  the  Ministry  of  Health 
concentrates  its  powerful  mind,  greatly  increasing  tho  amount 
of  statistical  labour  required  by  Public  Health  Officials  without 
any  proportionate  benefit  to  tho  public  health  of  the  Country. 

For  ton  years  and  over  I  have  advocated  in  those  end  other  reports 
the  nodical  inspection  of  all  persons  and  especially  of  the 
middle  ago  periods.  Unlike  the  diseases  of  early  infant  life 
the  diseases  of  non  and  women  of  40  are  well  known  to  tho  profession 
For  one  hour  a  medical  student  spends  with  ailing  children 
he  spends  30  with  adults . 

Considerable  notice  has  boon  paid  to  those  suggestions  both  in 
tho  nodical  and  lay  press.  "Tho  Lancet"  for  Lay  1st  1920., 

P.  974,  in  a  kindly  criticism  says 
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,r  Nevertheless  there  is  much  sound  sense  in  the  suggestion  of  a 
modical  stock-taking  half  way  through  what  we  all  hope  nay  bo 
our  span  of  life.  IIow  much  misory  and  ill  health  might  be  avoided 
if  a  nan  could  be  advised  in  time  that  his  arteries  were  ageing 
too  rapidly  and  that  such  and  such  measures  should  be  adopted  to 
maintain  a  sound  body,  how  much  early  malignant  disease  n  women 
might  be  caught  in  time  and  cured,  how  valuable  would  bo  advice 
and  warning  as  to  dietetic  indiscretions  now  no  longer  trivial  in 
thoir  effects.  As  to  the  abstract  value  of  such  examinations 
there  can  bo  no  two  opinions.  But  having  taken  the  horse  to  water 
can  you  make  him  drink  ?.  Having,  lot  it  bo  supposed,  provided 

the  machinery  for  his  examination  at  this  mature  age,  will  the 
average  man  of  mature  habits  subject  himself  to  its  beneficent 
inquisition  ?  In  Germany  perhaps,  but  in  this  Country  wo  can  say 
with  tolerable  confidence  -  NO. 

In  the  "Daily  Chronicle"  of  Harch  25th  1920  in  an  article 
headed  "  Geo  your  Doctor  at  40" ,  Dr  Alfred  Oox  Secretary  of  the 
British  Modical  Association,  objected  to  the  compulsory  character 
of  the  examination,  but  said  "  It  would  bo  an  excellent  thing 
if  all  people  at  tho  age  of  40  would  be  examined.  A  suitable  press 
campaign  on  the  subject  coupled  with  keener  activity  of  family 
medical  advisers  would  do  an  immense  amount  of  good.  In  ny  opinion 
as  an  old  general  ■practitioner  it  would  bo  comparatively  easy  to 
persuade  poople  to  take  such  a  sensible  stop.  Tho  thir~  has  already 
been  largely  done  in  the  matter  of  teeth.  Thousands  of  people 

now  have  periodical  appointments  with  their  dentists . 

Dentists  have  educated  the  public  up  to  this  standard  and  the 
doctors  should  follow  suit." 

Professor  Kenwood  O.M.G.,  in  an  article  in  "Public  Health" 
for  October  1920.  P.3.,  entitled  "  Tho  Ilodioal  Practitioner  of  the 
Future  and  his  training  in  Hygienic  and  Preventive  Medicine"  writes 
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"II©  (  the  medical  practitioner)  must  be  a  hygienic  apostlo  and  must 
encourage  t.  .0  seeking  of  medical  advice  at  the  very  beginning  of  all 
disoaso.  Then  peril  an  s  in  timo  vro  nay  have  our  adult  welfare  centres 
with  good  attendances  of  non -nick  non  and  non  on  forming  a  beneficent 
oxtonsion  of  the  principLi  of  our  chief  wolfaro  centres*" 

Tho  idea  in  evidently  gaining  ground. 

There  in  one  field  of  medicine  which  would  bo  an  enormous  gainer 
if  such  oxaninations  at  health  centroo  becamo  lav/.  I  refer  of  courao 
to  tho  medicine  of  tho  mind.  Tho  onornoua  influence  oxorcinod  by 
tho  raind  over  tho  body  has  boon  overwhelmingly  demonstrated  in  the 
War.  By  tho  nov/or  methods  of  psychological  investigation  tho  deaf 
wore  made  to  hoar,  tho  blind  to  goo,  tho  paralysed  to  walk,  and  tho 
insrno  to  return  to  sanity.  Such  methods  would  bo  quite  applicable 
to  civil  life.  The  costly  buildings  and  staffs  of  our  modern 
asylums  would  be  appreciably  diminished  if  early  treatment  were 
forthcoming  for  cases  of  insanity.

It  is  unsatisfactory  to  record  that  48  of  the  consumptive  deaths, 

57  of  the  cancer  deaths,  84  of  tho  heart  cases,  and  18  of  the 
pneumonia  deaths  occurred  at  or  about  the  prime  of  life. 

Influenza  still  exacts  a  heavy  toll  on  valuable  lives,  46  persons 
succombing  to  this  disoaso;  38  of  these  cases  occurred  in  tho  City 
of  Peterborough,  5  in  tho  Peterborough  dural  District,  and  3  in  the 
Barnaok  area.  Twenty-six  of  these  wore  males  and  20  fonalos.

65  years  and  over 
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The  influenza  epidemic  of  1918  and  1919  accounted  for  the  lose  of 
148  lives  in  the  Soke  of  Peterborough,  but  the  County  escaped 
lightly  and  occupies  the  third  place  of  honour,  being  excelled  by 
the  two  Welsh  counties  of  Pembrokeshire  and  Radnor. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  .record  the  following  facts  taken  from 
the  Supplement  to  the  Registrar  General ' s-  8 1st  Annual  Report. 

In  the  first  place  200,000  deaths  in  England  and  Wales  are  attributed 
to  the  epidemic  of  influenza  of  1918  and  1919.  The  disease  wan 
especially  fatal  to  young  adults,  the  mortality  at  the  age  period 
25-30  for  the  fourth  quarter  of  1018  being  540  times  greater  than 
that  of  the  average  of  the  4  proceeding  years. 

The  first  places  to  suffer  serious  mortality  were  3 a cup  and 
Rawtenstall  in  Lancashire  with  populations  of  23,318  and  30,510 
respectively.  The  severity  of  the  epidemic  bore  no  relation  to  the 
sanitary  circumstances  or  wealth  of  tho  district  attacked,  a  heavy 
mortality  was  experienced  in  pleasant  residential  towns  like  Oxford 
and  Cheltenham;  Liverpool  on  the  other  hand  escaped  lightly. 

Wealthy  London  Boroughs  like  Chelsea-  fared  far  worse  than  Stepney, 
Finsbury,  Shoreditch,  or  Bethnal  Green. 

There  wore  four  deaths  from  puerperal  fever;  3  of  these 

occurred  in  the  City  of  Peterborough  and  1  in  the  Peterborough 

Rural  District.  Three  of  these,  were  notified  prior  to  death. 

These  results  are  very  ,  serious  and  point  to  the  necessity  of 

additional  help  being  provided  for  women  in  parturition. 

From  1902-1911  only  16  cases  of  puerperal  fever  wore  notified. 

In  1912  one  case  was  notified-  In  1913  there  was  one  case  which 

proved  fatal.  In  1915  there  were  3  non-fatal  cases.  From  1916  to 

1918  there  wore  no  notifications,  but  one  fatality  occurred  in  1917. 

There  were  also  in  1919  two  deaths  from  the  diseases  of  pregnancy 

and  parturition  other  than  puorperal  fever.  Since  1912  there  have 

been  11  deaths  of  women  in  childbirth;  2  in  1912;  2  in  1914; 

1  in  1915;  5  in  1916;  1  in  1918,  and  2  in  1919 . 

It  is  now  legal  for  County  Councils  to  make  arrangements  with 

hospitals  for  the  reception  of  cases  of  difficult  labour  and  '>  or 

the  diseases  of  pregnancy  and  I  urgently  recommend  you  to  approach 

tho  Infirmaries  at  Peterborough  and  Stamford  to  see  on  what  terns 
those  Institutions  would  consent  to  accomodate  you. 


The  va.guo  heading  ?l Other  Defined  Diseases"  accounts  for  as  many  as 
230  deaths,  rathor  no3.'*e  than  a  third  of  the  who  1  e . 

This  unknown  quantity  leads  rao  to  make  th.e  on  ggestion  that  it  would 
be  far  hotter  if  conies  of  the  actual  death  certificates  were 
forwarded  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  County  rather  than  this 
very  imperfect  summary-  It  is  hardjky  nossible  to  ask  tho  District 
Medica-l  Officers  to  prepare  such,  a  lint,  but  until  a  more  elaborate 
classification  is  adopted  by  tho  Ministry  of  Health,  County  Councils 
will  remain  imperfectly  informed  as  to  the  extent  and  variety  of 
disease  prevalent  in  thoir  area.  It  was  pointed  out  at  the  recent 
Sanitary  Congress  held  at  Birmingham  that  tho  present  law  of  death 
certification  is  extroraoly  unsatisfactory. 


In  tho  first  placo  there  are  a  large  number  of  persons  who  arc  buried 
without  a  cortificato  boing  obtained  from  a  qualified  nodical  man. 
Thus,  a  young  woman  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis  left  Peterborough  for 
Leicestershire .  Sho  diod  suddenly  from  what  was  in  all  probability 
a  concealed  haemorrhage.  The  cause  of  death  was  attributed  solely 
to  anaemia.  As  it  was  a  transferable  death  the  certificate  come 
into  ray  hands  and  I  was  therefore  able  to  inform  the  Registrar1  of 
the  true  facts  of  the  case.  Such  occurrences  seriously  impair 
the  acuracy  of  tho  national  vital  statistics. 

Again,  under  the  present  system  the  body  of  an  unwanted  child  can 
easily  be  disposed  of  under  the  name  of  another  person  who  has 
recently  died  and  whose  death  has  beon  duly  certified,  but  whoso 
cortificato  is  reported  by  the  Funeral  Director  to  have  been  lost. 

The  unwanted  child  is  then  buriod  under  tho  name  of  the  person  whose 
death  has  beon  duly  cortified.  Even  certificates  granted  by 
qualified  medical  men  are  far  from  acurato.  The  death  certificates 
havo  to  bo  handed  to  tho  relatives-  who  are  thus  iniormod  o f  details 
which  it  is  unnecessary  and  inadvisable  for  thorn  to  -no,.. 
Consequently  modi  cal  non  out  of  sympathy  lor  Hie  friends  oi  tho 
deceased  give  imperfect  cortif ioaton  oi  the  cause  ana.  pi  odisuo.>i.ig 
cause  of  death. 
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Thus  a  patient  who  had  boon  afflicted  for  •'•earn  with  syphilis  of  the 
central  nervous  system  and  who  eventually  succumbed  to  a  secondary 
infection  of  the  bladder  was  certified  as  having  died  from  a  form  of 
Bright ' 3  Disease,  the  main  cause  of  death  being  omitted. 

There  should  bo  a  dual  certificate,  one  stating  the  fact  of  doath 
to  be  handed  to  the  relatives,  and  the  other  the  cause  of  death, 
to  be  handed  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Local  Authority. 

During  the  year  the  County  Medical  Officer  received  notices 
of  51  deaths  from  the  Registrar  General  of  norsohs  who  had  died  in 
counties  outoido  the  Soko  of  Peterborough  or  in  areas  within  the 
County  other  than  that  in  which  their  actual  domicile  was  situated. 
Seven  of  theso  transferable  deaths  were  due  to  tuberculosis,  and 

four  of  them  were  certified  from  ayslums  for  the  insane  or  feeble 

minded . 

INFANT  MORTALITY . 

By  the  rate  of  infant  mortality  is  meant  the  ratio  of  the 
annual  number  of  deaths  oocuring  in  children  under  one  year  of  age 
to  'every  thousand  births.

1  year  of  life  -  a  mortality  rato  of  93.83-  The  highest  rate  is 

recorded  in  the  City  and  the  lowest  in  the  Barnack  area. 


The  infant  mortality  rate  of  England  and  ’/ales  as  a  whole  is  89; 
for  the  96  great  towns  93;  for  the  148  smaller  towns  (  of  which 
Peterborough  is  one)  90,  and  for  London  85.

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It  1 3  noted  with  fogrot  that  there  are  two  higher  rates  than  that 
of  the  oreeent  year  recorded  within  the  last  ton  years. 

Ten  of  the  54  oh.il  dr  on  born  out  of  wedlock  during  1919  died  before 
reaching  the  ago  of  1  year,  a  Mortality  rate  of  181.8  -  a  very  high 
figure.  In  the  past  years  the  Mortality  rate  among  illegitimate 
infants  in  the  County  has  been  extremely  high.  In  1908  the  rate 
was  243  per  1000;  in  1909  -  153;  in  1911  -  285;  in  1912-  350; 
in  1914  -  142.8;  in  1915  -  125;  in  1918  -  109.3 

Those  figures  point  to  the  necessity  for  making  special  nrovision 
for  the  unmarried  mother.  The  great  point  is  to  keop  the  mother 
aiidr  child  together  for  the'  first  year  so  that  the  child  can  be 
breast  fed.  The  Ministry  has  already  approved  a  number  of  homes 
for  single  women  before  and  after  conf inoment ,  and  "hostels"  where 
the  mother  and  children  can  live  when  the  mother  is  able  to  take 
up  daily  work . 

I  recommend  you  to  make  arrangements  for 
individual  cases  as  they  occur.

Detailed  tables  are  not  published  for  the  Barnaok  Rural 
District  but  as  only  two  infant  deaths  occurred  the  omission  is  not 
of  great  moment. 

In  the  City  of  Peterborough  and  the  Peterborough 
Rural  District  41  infants  died  during  the  first  month  of  independent 
life,  28  of  these  diod  under  1  week  of  age;  11  noro  diod  before  the 
age  of  3  months,  31  of  these  deaths  being  attributed  to  congenital 
debility.  Only  two  deaths  are  attributed  to  syphilis  - 

a  disease  which  can  bo  prevented  and  if  not  prevented  oan  be  very 
efficiently  treated. 

Respirator^  diseases  account  for  17  deaths,  and  as  13  of  thoso  17 
occurred  in  children  over  a  month  of  ago  porhapa  none  of  them 
might  havo  been  saved.

It  can  3afely  be  said  that  an  no  many  children  died  in  the  dirot 

week  of  life  and  no  many  in  the  first  month  it  is  not  to  be  expected 

that  any  system  of  health  visiting  or  infant  welfare  centre  system 

is 

will  do  much  to  improve  the  infant  mortality  figure.  What  .wanted 
aro  centres  to  which  women  should  come  during  the  period  of  rregnanc 
or  if  they  will  not  cono  to  such  a  centre  ,  arrangements  should  bo 
made  for  a  visit  from  their  doctor  or  from  the  medical  officer  of 
the  centre.  This  arrangement  postulates  the  notification  of  prognan 
and  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  the  prenatal  centre  can  be  worked  to 
any  useful  end  without,  this  administrative  lever.  Another  point 
which  so  far  seems  to  have  escaped  our  great  administrators  at 
Whitehall  is  that  there  is  such  a  thing  as  the  male  parent. 

Great  attention  is  paid  to  the  expectant  mother  but  none  as  fur  as 
I  know  to  the  expectant  father,  yet  our  successful  race-horse  owners 
choose  the  stallion  with  as  great  attention  as  the  dan. 

The  lives  of  our  famous  siros  are  as  carefully  regulated  an  those 
of  Royalty.  Infant  mortality  will  not  diminish  until  some  such 
system  of  practical  eugonics  is  established. 

The  two  voluntary  health  centres  continue  their  beneficent  work

Eighty-two  individual  babies  attended)  50  of  the so  wore  new  cases, 

32  were  old  cases.  Infants  under  1  year  of  age  made  389  attendances 
and  those  over  a  year  132.  The  total  number  of  attendances  was  521 
as  comparod  with  590  in  1918.  Ninty-nino  visits  were  made  to  tho 
homos  by  tho  ITurso.  Both  centres  wore-  visited  by  tho  late 

Er  Irono  Eaton  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  who  was  veil  satisfied 
with  tho  arrangements  in  .orco. 


SinG0  tho  lant  report  was  issued  a  now  centre  has  boon  opened  in 
Lastgate  at  which  Dr  Joel. ah  Walker  attends . 

During  1919  no  health  vie! tor  had  boon  appointed  by  the  City  of 
Peterborough ,  but  I  understand  that  health  visiting  has  now  been 
started  and  that  the  City  prefer  to  have  a  nohone  of  their  own. 

The  County  Council  has  dolayod  tho  reorganization  of  their  own 
scheme  in  view  of  a  letter  from  tho  then  Local  Government  Board 
urging  that  tho  scheme  should  bo  undertaken  on  County  lines  - 
an  airangemont  which  would  have  led  to  greater  economy  and  efficiency

To  meet  tho  difficulty  tho  County  Council  has  asked  the  Northampton 

District  Nursing  Association  to  undertake  tho  work  previously 

performed  by  Nurso  Doan.  The  scheme  is  as  follows 

1 ) '  Tho  Northamptonshire  District  Nursing  Association  shall  under - 
Noaith  Visiting,  School  Nursing,  Nursing  undor  tho  Mental 
Deficiency  Act -"and  Tuberculosis  Nursing  in  the  County  aroa  of  the

P).  Tho  whole-time  Nurso  shall  bo  a  fully  trained  Nurse-Midwife 
with  Health  Visitor’s  qualifications,  she  will  superintend  tho 
work  of  tho  resident  District  Nurses  in  tho  Soko  genorally,  and 
she  will  tako  any  matornity  casos  in  tho  uncovered  aroa  for 
which  oho  has  timo  and  for  which  her  services  may  bo  required. 

3) .  Che  will  work  undor  tho  Chief-Superintendent  of  tho  County 

Nursing  Association.  Her  work  and  tho  work  of  tho  District 
Nursos  in  connection  with  the  services  mentioned  in  Clause  1 
will  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  County  M.O.H. 

4) .  Until  more  District  Nursing  Associations  are  formed  the 
whole-time  nurse  will  carry  out  the  above  mentioned  services  in

VENEREAL  DISEASE  REGULATION S  1916  . 

During  tho  year  under  roviow  tho  County  Council  has  continued 
its  arrangements  with  tho  Peterborough  Infirmary. 

From  October  1st  1919  to  September  30th  19 SO ,  ninty-ono  now  patients 
attondod  tho  Clinic j  73  were  men  and  18  women. 

Thirty-six  mon  and  5  r/omen  attondod  on  account  of  gonorrhoea, 

29  men  and  13  v/onon  on  account  of  syphilis,  and  0-  men  for  soft 
chancre .  Tho  largest  number  of  old  patients  attending  in  any  ono 

f 

quarter  vms  86.  The  number  of  attendances  made  by  now  patients 

was  304. 

Sovonty-two  patients  won o  treated  by  Salvarsan  its 

substitutes  and  modifications.  Six  patients  rocoivod  in-pationt 

troatmont  and  tho  total  number  of  in-nationt  days  for  thoso 

patients  was  257.  Nino  spocimons  woro  oxaminod  for  Gonococci  at 

tho  Clinic,  11  wore  sent  to  tho  Pathological  Department  at 

Manchester  for  a  similar  purpose,  and  83  spocimons  of  blood  woro 

sent  to  Professor  Dorm  for  tho  Wassormann  ro-action. 

Summary  of  tho  Work  done  at  the  Manchester 
Pathological  Laboratory . 

Ono-hundrod  and  thirteen  campion  of  blood  and  ono  of  cerebro¬ 
spinal  fluid  woro  rsont  to  tho  Pathological  Department  of  Manchester 
University  for  tho  Wassormann  re-action.  Fifty-six  woro  positivo, 

56  negative,  and  g  v/oro  indofinito. 

nighty-six  woro  nont  by  tho  Infirmary,  16  by  practitioners,  and 
12  by  tho  Tuberculosis  Of floor. 
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One  smear  was  sent  by  tho  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  the  detection 


of  gonococci.  ITono  were  found .  It  is  noteworthy  that  only  ono 
sarrplo  of  cerebro-spinal  fluid  was  sent  and  that  no  samples  were 
sent  of  scrapings  from  doubtful  sores.  Examination  of  tho  cerebro¬ 
spinal  lluid  is  tho  surest  way  of  detecting  commencing  nervous 
disease  o.t  syphilitic  origin  and  should  always  bo  under  tab  on  in  the 
Course  of  treatment  for'’  syphilis. 

During  the  year  another  practitioner  furnished  ovidenco  of 
proficiency  in  the  administration  of  Salvarsan,  its  substitutes, 
and  modifications,  liio  nano  was  added  to  the  list  of  tho so  who  are 
supplied  with  such  substances  froo  of  charge  for  tho  use  of*  thoir 

patients . 

I;o  public  lectures  wore  doliverod  during  tho  year  on  tho 
dangers  of  venoroal  disoaso. 

In  my  Report  for  tho  year  1918  I  hinted  that  disinfection 
applied  shortly  after  the  risk  of  acquiring  the so  diseases  had 
occurred  prevented  tho  onset  of  theso  maladies. 

The  Society  for  tho  Prevention  of  Venoroal  Disoaso  13  undertaking 
an  ac hive  campaign  to  disseminate  this  Inowlodgo  throughout  the 
Empire.  To  it  belong  somo  of  the  host  known  scientific  and  literary 
mon  of  our  time  and  to  its  ranks  have  rallied  all  tho  mon  of  light 
and  leading  in  tho  profession  of  medicine.  Tho  work  of  tho  Socioty 
is  based  upon  tho  scientific  work  of  Kotckinkoff  and  Roux  of  tho 
Pasteur  Institute. 

On  February  1st  1900  Uotckinkoff  and  Roux 
innoculatod  a  young  man  -  Paul  Hainonneuvo  -  with  tho  virus  of 
syphilis  obtained  from  two  patients  in  tho  most  deadly  and  infectious 
stago  of  tho  disc  -’o.  One  hour  lator  they  rubbod  in  calomel 
ointmont  and  although  M .  Haisonnouvo  was  kopt  under  observation 
for  sovoral  months  no  syphilis  ovor  suoorvoned. 

To  tost  tho  virulraco  of  tho  innoculation .  four  monkeys  woro 
innoculatod  at  tho  sane  timo  as  }1  .Haisonnouvo  and  with  the  same  virus 
Ono  of  tho  monkeys  was  troatod  with  calomol  ointmont  ono  hour  lator 
in  oxactly  tho  same  way  as  K .Haisonnouvo .  Another  was  troatod  with 
io  tjQ  hours  aftor  innoculation .  Tho  remaining  two  monlcoyo  v/oro  not 


troatod  at  all . 
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Tho  rosult  vras  as  follov/s  *  -  Tho  two  untroatod  monkeys  devolopod 
ayphilio  aft on  aovontoon  days,  tho  usual  incubation  poriod  in  monkeys. 

Tho  monkey  troatod  after  20  hourn  with  calomel  ointment  developed 

(, 

a  mild  syphilis  in  thirty --nine  day a;  on  tho  other  hand  tho  monkey 
troatod  after  ono  hour  ronainod  pormanontly  froo  of  syphilis. 

Tho  offoctivenoso  of  the  virua  was  tliun  established  and  the  potency 
of  calomel  ointmont  as  a  nroventivo  of  vonoreal  disease  wa; 


dofinitcly  proved. 

These  are  beautiful  and  accurate  scientific 
experiments.  They  were  published  in  tho  Bulletin  do  1/ academic  do 

la. 

Medicine.  8th  May  1906  and  in  a  more  detailed  form  in  liaisonneuve f s 
book,  but  they  were  not  published  to  any  extent  in  the  English 
medical  journals  and  thoy  were  not  referred  to  in  tho  Roport  of  the 
Royal  Commission  for  1913  which  issued  an  otherwise  comprehensive 
report  in  1916.  This  suppression  of  knowledge  is  one  of  tho 
most  criminal  actions  of  modern  times.  It  has  iauedd  tho  loss  of 
thousands  of  lives.  It  has  ruined  countless  families  and  it  nearly 
caused  tho  ruin  of  this  great  Empire  and  the  triumph  of  tho  Prussian, 
Austrian,  and  Turk,  At  tho  beginning  of  1918  when  the  Germans 
broke  tho  British  lines  and  when  nearly  one  hundrod  thousand  British 
troops  wont  into  captivity  thoro  were,  but  need  not  have  boon,  in 
the  Venereal  Hospitals  or  in  Depots  British,  French,  and  American 
soldiers  sufficient  not  for  an  Army  Corps  only  but  for  a  great  army. 
All  those  men  had  become  diseased  after  the  Authorities  had  learnt 
how  to  prevent  the  disease.  That  this  gross  incompetence  and 
stupidity  was  in  large  part  due  to  tho  Society  for  Combating 
Venereal  Diseases  -  a  Society  which  has  always  resolutely  set 
itself  against  tho  prevention  of  the  disease  it  purports  to  attack  - 
thero  can  now  be  but  little  doubt. 

It  has  boen  ably  helped  in  its  pious  efforts  by  tho  Ministry  of 
Health  who  practically  compels  looal  authorities  to  subsidize  this 
Society  but  refuses  to  sanction  the  really  useful  work  of  the 
kindrod  body,  the  Society  for  tho  Prevention  of  Vonoreal  Diseases.

The  3t:rust  evinced  b-r  the  '  at  ion  for  the  Ministry  on  Health  in  in 
great  part  due  to  thin  and  in  ably  sunned  up  in  the  remarks  of 
Sir  A’chdall  ho  id  K.D.EJ.,  It .  B  C.I1.,  whose  words  nay  veil  form  the 
epitaph  of  the  Society  and  its  official  supporters  • -  " But  the 
chicanery  and  the  humbug,  the  un courageous  fanaticism,  tho  treachery 
to  tho  Army  and  the  Nation  and  the  flood  of  useless  misery  and 
dioeaso.  tho  slaughter  of  the  innocents  these  1  think  will  not  be 
forgotten  but  will  stink  in  tho  nostrils  of  the  Nation  for  evermore." 


Tho  papers  published  by  tho  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Venereal  Diseases  are  most  usoful  and  I  quote  them  here  in  extenio . 

1) .  Tho  best  way  to  avoid  venereal  disease  is  to  abstain  from 

promiscious  sexual  intercourse. 

2) .  Voneroal  disease  can  bo  prevented  with  almost  complete 

certainty  if  tho  right  precautions  are  taken  in  time..

Potassium  Permanganate  in  half  a  pint  of  water.  Four  table- 
spoonfuls  of  this  solution  in  a  small  bottle  will  bo  enough 
for  ono  application. 

(c)  Pome  33  per  cent,  oalomol  ointment,  as  follows 

Calomel  3  parts,  Lanolins  (  Hydrous)  4  parts,  White  vaseline 

2  parts.  Half  a  small  tea spoonful ±  will  be  plenty  for  one 
application. 


B.  Methods  of  Application. 

1) .  If  exposure  to  risk  takes  place  out  of  doors  or  where 

complete  disinfection  is  impracticable. 

1)  .Make  water. 

2)  Doak  a  swab  of  cotton  wool  with  tho  solution  of  Potassium 
Permanganate.  Draw  back  the  foroskin,  carefully  swab  the  head 
of  tho  penis  and  under  tho  surface  of  tho  foroskin,  especially 
at  tho  opening  of  tho  pipe • 

Those  stops  must  bo  taken  within  an  hour  of  exposure  to  risk. 

3)  On  returning  home  tho  sexual  organs  must  bo  thoroughly  washed 
with  soap  rand  water,  and  33  per  cent  calomel  ointment  well 
rubbed  into  the  penis,  drawing  back  the  foreskin  as  in  (2)  above. 
This  mast  bo  done  within  six  hours  of  exp osuro  to  risk. 

2) .  If  oxpesuro  to  risk  has  taken  place  indoors,  a  more  complete 

immediate  disinfection  should  bo  made. 

1)  Make  wator . 

2) . Wash  tho  soxual  organs  and  parts  round  with  soap  and  water. 

3 )  Swab  with  Potassium  Permanganate  solution  as  in  (l) 

4) . Rub  calomel  ointraont  woll  into  tho  penis. 
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Koto  1.  The  careful  3wabbing  of  the  penis  with  the  solution  of 
Potassium  P  rnanganate  is  the  moot  important  measure.

Directions  for  Women . 

A.  Materials  required 

(S)  A  bottle  of  five  grain  tablets  of  Potassium  Permanganate . 

(b)  Como  tubes  containing  calomel  ointment  (  special  strength) 
Calomel,  5  parts;  Lanolin©  (  hydrous)  4  parts;  White  vaseline 
2  parts  - 

(c)  A  douche  can,  clip,  5  ft  of  rubber  tubing,  and  a  suite, ble  nozzle. 

Methods  of  Application. 

1.  Beforo  connection.  - 

(a)  Bqueese  out  one  inch  of  the  ointment  provided,  and  grease  the 
parts  on  each  sido  of  the  front  passage,  rubbing  it  in  carefully 
between  the  lips  of  the  passage. 

(b)  Squeoae  out  another  inch  on  the  finger.,  and,  whilst  in  a  sitting 
position,  pass  the  finger  well  up  the  front  passage  as  far  as 
possible,  and  grease  the  passage. 

(c)  Do  not  wet  the  parts  before  using  the  ointment. 

(d)  The  ointment  is  a  protective  and  its  effect  will  last  for 
sevoral  hours.  The  ointment  is  soothing  and  does  not  cause 
irritation . 

2.  After  Connection. 

(a)  Make  water* 

(b)  Wash  the  parts  carefully  with  soap  and  water. 

(c)  Dissolve  throe  of  the  tablets  provided  in  two  or  three  pints 
of  warm  water .  Pass  the  nozzle  of  a  sj^ringe  or  douche  up  the 
front  passage  as  far  as  possible  and  wash  out  the  passage  with 
the  lotion  you  have  made  with  the  tablets  and  warm  water. 

(d)  Dry  the  parts  carefully  and  use  some  more  of  the  ointmont 
as  beforo  connection. 

(e)  This  should  be  done  as  soon  as  possible  after  connection. 

If  these  directions  became  public  property  if  the  public  will  aot 
upon  thorn,  these  diseases  will  be  prevented. 

Another  glorious  triumph  is  within  the  grasp  of  preventive  modicine, 
comparable  to  those  won  by  Jenner  over  small-pox,  by  Lister  over 
septicaemia,  by  Wright  over  typhoid,  and  by  Ross  and  Gorgas  over 


malaria.

In  1918,  863  oaaon  were  notified,  601  of  them  being  cases 
of  Moaslos.  In  1919  only  58  cases  of  this  malady  were  registered. 
The  Ministry  of  Health  has  now  rescinded  tho  order  *of  1915,  and 
measles  is  not  longer  notifiable. 

Twenty  of  the  27  cases  of  diphtheria  occurring  in  the  City  of 
Peterborough  wore  admitted  to  tho  Isolation  Hospital;  4  of  these 
proved  fatal.  35  of  the  51  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurring  in 
tho  Borough  of  Peterborough  wore  admitted  to  the  Hospital. 

A  group  of  6  cases  occurrod  in  a  Boarding  School ,  otherwise  there 
was  no  connection  botwoon  thorn.  Tho  typo  of  disease  was  very  mild. 
Thero  wore  only  two  oases  of  enteric  fever,  ono  in  the  City  a  child 
6'f  a  woman  who  horsolf  had  rooontly  had  tho  disease,  and  another 
at  Thornhaugh  in  tho  Barnack  area. 
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The  malaria  notifications  all  referred  to  returned  s<  Idlers . 

The  notification  of  cerebro- spinal  fever  was  subsequently  wi thdrawn . 
i*o  serious  results  occurred  in  the  cases  notified  ash  ophthalmia 
neonatorum . 

Tho  ovont  of  tho  *'oar  1919  wan  the  unfortunate 
outbroak  of  dysentery  which  affected  46  adults  and  children  and 
resulted  in  10  deaths .  Tho  first  outbreak  occurred  in  Fengato 
between  August  6  th  and- 14  entomb  or  9  th.  The  first  person  to  he 
attacked  was  a  middle  agod  man  who  had  been  travelling  on  business 
in  Franco  from  20/7/19  to  3/o/l9.  On  August  5th  ho  returned  to 
Fengato  and  was  attacked  with  dvsentory  ^n  August  6th. 

His  daughter  aged  17.  a  tailoross , was  attacked  on  August  14th, 
another  daughter  aged  14  also  a  tailoross,  and  a  baby  girl  aged  10 
months  wore  attacked  on  August  18th.  Two  school  children,  a  boy 
and  a  girl,  woro  attacked  on  August  24th,  and  his  son  aged  18  on 
August  28th.  Oovon  cases  occurred  in  this  one  household. 

From  tho  focus  of  infection  tho  disoaso  spread  to  14  other  persons 
in  the  adjoining  houses.  The  sanitary  circumstances  of  those 

houses  favoured  tho  spread  of  tho  disease.  Hand-flushed  water 
closets  drained  into  leaking  cesspools  whibh  constantly  overflowed, 
leaving  a  stinking  quagmiro  of  faecal  matter  in  each  garden. 

Tho  land  is  low-lying  and  damp  and  drainage  is  difficult. 

Additional  amenities  in  tho  shape  of  a  knackers  yard .  gut  scrapers,' 
and  other  offensive  trades  are  established  close  to  Fengato,  which 
form  idea},  breeding  places  for  flies  .  so  that  every  facility 


both  natural  and  acquirod  existed  for  tho  transmission  of  disease 
from  one  household  to  another. 

Dr  Collins  and  Mr  Ponwill  had 

ropoatodly  warned  tho  Peterborough  Rural  District  Council  of  those 
defects  and  thono  remarks  had  boon  quo tod  in  tho  County  Public 
Health  Report^  six  yoars  previously. 

3 amnios  of  tho  woll  water  supplying  those  houses  woro  sont  to  mo 
and  woro  found  to  bo  grossly  contaminated  -  a  uroof  of  tho  sewage 
1 adon  c on di t i on  o  f  tl  i  o  soil. 

Tho  Peterborough  Rural  District  wi shod  to  drain  by  gravitation  into 
the  sump  woll  which  takes  tho  Plot ton  nowag o .

The  Corporation  refused  an  there  would  then  bo  too  much  work  for 
the  engines  and  advisod  the  Rural  District  to  pump  tlio  sewage  from 
Fengate  up  to  tho  Tollbar  Farm.  Tho  Rural  District  thought  thin 
course  too  expensive  and  tho  natter  was  in  abeyance  during  tho  War. 
On  the  advice  of  Dr  Candler  of  the  I ! inis try  of  Health  tho  hand- 
f lushed  closets  wore  ronoved  and  pail  closets  substituted,  which 
are  scavenged  by  tho  workmen  of  tho  Peterborough  Corporation  at  a

Twenty-five  similar  cases  occurred  in  children 
and  adults  in  the  City  of  Peterborough  with  7  deaths,  4  of  these 
being  in  children  and  infants,  and  twe  in  elderly  persons  over  70. 
There  was  no  direct  evidence  to  show  that  the  disease  had  been 
spread  from  P  on  gate  :cc  tho  City,  or  vice  vorsa. 

On  August  21st  a  man  from  Shroi)  shire  Place  was  attacked  with 
dysentery;*  he  died  in  tho  Infirmary,  An  isolated  case  occurred  in 
Council  Street  V/alton,  and  3  cases  in  Gladstone  Stroot  which  were 
undoubtedly  duo  to  infection  imported  from  London.  Seventeen  cases 
occurrod  in  Wellington  Street  and  St  John's  Street.  Much  difficulty 
was  experienced  in  dealing  with  and  investigating  these  cases. 

In  one  removal  to  hospital  was  at  first  refused  and  a  magistrate's 
Order  had  to  bo  obtained,  and  a  demobilized  soldier  refused  to  allow 
his  finger  to  bo  pricked  for  tho  blood  test. 

In  one  house  close  to  an  old  man  was  attacked  with  the  disease. 

His  no  n  had  had  malaria  in  tho  Army  but  not  dysentery,  and 
examination  of  the  blood  confirmed  this  statement. 

Two  co, see  occurred  in  Lincoln  Road  .and  one  nurse  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital  ao quired  the  disease. 


The  disease  varied  much  in 

severity.  In  some  tho  stools  were  not  typical  but  novertholoso 
the  Bac  Shiga  -  the  organism  causing  tbe  disease  -  was  discovered. 
In  another  household  two  of  the  four  children,  had  dysentery  while 
the  other  two  remained  wo 11 ,  nevertheless  the  blood  of  the  latter 
revealed  evidence  of  infection  with  the  Bac,  Bhiga. 
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No  fruit  c du Id  be  "ound  with  the  water  supply  or  the  drainage,  but 
a  positive  plague  of  flies  was  noted  in  the  houses  attacked. 

The  Peterborough  Corporation  ronorvod  a  ward  at  their  Isolation 
hospital  for  pat ion un  atll.i.oted  with  tho  disease  and  this  privilege 
v/as  extended  to  persons  living  in  tho  Rural  District. 

Owing  to  tho  pressure  on  the  accomodation  some  convalescent  scarlet 
fever  patients  were  removed  to  the  Gmail -no x  Ilosnital. 

Persons  living  in  contact  with  the  dysenteric  patients  and  who  were 
in  any  way  concerned  with  tho  preparation  or  sale  of  food-  were 
prohibited  from  continuing  their  employment  until  permission  was 
given.  Children  from  infoctod  households  were  excluded  from  school 
and  all  premises  in  which  cases  had  occurred  were  disinfected. 

ISOLATION _ HOSPITALS . 

No  alterations  have  boon  made  in  the  Institutions  which  serve 
ti..c  County.  During  the  -oar  tho  Peterborough  Isolation  Hospital 
dealt  with  85  canon.  Throe  of  Ontario  favor,  88  of  diphtheria, 

44  oj.  soarlot  fever,  and  16  of  cwoontery .  Throe  of  those  v/ero  oason 
remaining  in  tho  wards  f-’om  last  pear;  8  remained  in  residence  in 
1080 .  Dr  Collins  remarks  in  his  report  to  tho  Peterborough  Rural 

District  Council  that  "  Tho  arrangements  with  tho  Peterborough

Corporation  whereby  that  body  admits  cases  into  its  isolation 

hospital  is  of  course  at  times  a  great  convenience,  but  it  has  to 

be  remomborod  that  tho  accomodation  that  the  Corporation  can  offer 

is  but  limitod  and  that  if  thoro  is  any  undue  prevalence  of  disease 

in  the  Borough,  even  if  there  happen  to  be  vncan£  beds  in  the 

Ho coital ,  cases  from  outside  must  perforce  wait  until  tho  interests 

of  the  Borough  have  boon  safeguarded .

This  system  has  been  in  vogue  for  years 
at  tho  Stanford  Infirmary.  Nov/  that  mechanical  transport  is 
quick,  cheap  and  efficient  it  is  not  wise  to  build  hospitals  in 
large  centres  of  population.  An  enormous  so.ving  would  be  effected 
if  the  various  public  authorities  would  combine  for  this  purpose.

Hr  So den  mentioned  in  his  report  that  163  rooms 
were  disinfected;  8  for  cases  of  infectious  disease,  51  for  phthisis, 
12  for  dysentery,  and  18  for  non -notifiable  diseases.

The  Ministry  consider  that  the  windows  should  be  at  least  one  tenth 
of  the  floor  space  and  that  a  chimney  or  ventilator  should  be 
provided  in  each  room  as  additional  air  inlets.  Each  house  should 
have  a  separate  and  internal  supply  of  water.  An  outside  water 
supply  frequently  gives  rise  to  bad  conditions  owing  to  the  labour 
involved  in  fetching  a  sufficient  supply  of  water . 

CITY  OF  PETERBOROUGH . 

Fourteen  houses  were  completed  and 
occupied  before  the  end  of  the  year  1920.  These  houses  are 
situated  in  the  Dogsthorpe  Road  in  tho  Rural  District  of  Poterboro ’ 
and  in  addition  37  houses  are  being  erected  on  the  St  Paul's 
Road  Estate.  The  houses  on  the  Dogsthorpe  Road  have  a  pleasing 

appearance.  There  iu  a  good  strip  of  garden  to  each  house,  with 
satisfactory  concrete  paving  both  in  front  and  behind. 

A  satisfactory  vasli-doim  U.G.  is  provided  in  the  yard  for  each 
house.  On  the  ground  floor  there  is  a  scullery  8f  X  8'  9"  with  a 
good  sink  and  copper.

ITo  remarks  are  made  in  the  City  of  Peterborough  reports  as  to 
til©  vater  supply ,  nor  .is  any  information  given  as  to  uhothor  the 
character  of  tho  supply  is  controlled  by  chemical  and.  bacteriological 
analysis.  Hr  Penvrill  remarks  that  the  supply  from  tho  Corporation 
has  been  v/oll  maintained  in  the  villages.  The  total  quantity 
supplied  was  23,807000  gallons .  a  decrease  of  5,064,000  gallons.

ITo  extensive  alterations  have  been  made  in  the  City  of 
Peterborough,  but  56  drains  wore  cleaned,  30  drains  were  partly 
rolaid,  and  14  stoneware  gul leys  substituted  for  defective  D  traps. 
ITo  doubt  the  long  awaited  improvements  in  the  Peterborough  Sev/ago 
Farris  will  shortly  bo  carried  out. 

Kr  Penwill  roports  that  the  overhauling  of  tho  electric  plant  at 
the  punning  stations  at  Walton  and  Dogsthorp©  is  now  completed  and 
tho  motors  are  working  satisfactorily.  The  labour  has  boon 
re-arrangod  and  a  fitter  is  appointed  to  keep  the  plant  in  order. 

Tho  current  was  on  one  occasion  cut  off  by  tho  Tramway  Company  who 
assorted  that  tho  trams  were  put  out-  of  action  owing  to  defects  at 
tho  Pumping  Station.  This  was  proved  not  to  be  the  case  and  there 
has  boon  no  trouble  since. 

Mr  Penwill  considers  that  there  is  a  leak  in  tho  Werrington  Green 
Sewer  which  will  be  remedied  before  the  rest  of  the  village  is 
connected  w i th  t h e  sowers. 

A  pulnonetor  pump  was  tried  in  the  wator-loggod  aroa  of  Dogsthorpe 
and  Werrington  but  was  found  not  to  bo  elastic  enough  to  deal  with 
the  varying  flow  of  water.  Tho  question  of  the  drainage  of 

Fongate  has  boon  considered  and  the  levels  taken,  but  tho  mat tor 
has  not  nroooodod  vory  far  owing  to  tho  Peterborough  Corporation 
having  tho  re-construction  of  their  out -fall -works  and  the  possible 
extension  of  the  Borough  under  consideration .

Thoro  aro  21  slaughter  houses  in  tho  City  of  Peterborough. 
Throw  slaughter  houses  are  situated  in  tho  Barnack  Rural  District 
end  C»  in  the  Peterborough  Rural  District. 

Hr  Codon  remarks  that  the  licences  of  18  of  tho  21  City  slaughter 
houses  ar  ;■  subject  to  annual  ronerral .  It  T/an  pronosod  to 
establish  a  non  slaughter  house  in  tho  centre  of  tho  City  but 
permission  was  refused  b‘r  tho  Corooration . 

The  inspector  reports  that  the  abattoirs  have  boon  kopt  in  good 
order  and  froo  frora  any  serious  miisanoo.  Verbal  warning  has  had 
to  bo  given  bo  a  text  for  non  removal  of  offal,  delay  in  lirao- 
v/ashing,  noglocb  of  cleanliness  and  so  forth.  591  visits  xroro 
na&o,  chiefly  v/hon  slaughtering  v/as  in  progress . 

Dr  Collins  devotes  tho  last  and  far owe 11  naragraph  of  his  report 
to  advising,  tho  Corner;  tion  as  to  bho  necessity  for  establishing 
a  nubile  abattoir  so  as  to  do  av/ay  with  tho  unsatisfactory 
small  slaughter  houses  scattered  all  over  tho  City. 

It  is  impossible  for  my  Inspector  to  adequately  supervise 
slaughtering  in  21  different  pronxsos  -  oven  uhon  they  aro 
concentrated  in  a  comparatively  mns.ll  area  such  ar;  tho  City  of 
Pot<  ap>o rough . 
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Thin  statement  applies  noro  forcibly  in  rural  districts  wh© ro , 
owing  to  tho  scattered  population  it  in  innoooiblo  to  oxorciso  much

Again  neither  of  tho  tv.ro  Rural  Districts  in  tho  County 
bye-laws  and  thin  orai anion  con eider ably  diminishes 
JJow  that  nechanical  tranaport  in  no  efficient  and 
butchern  are  nrovided  with  motor  vans , concentration 


of  all  slaughtering  in  the  towns  of  Peterborough  and  Stamford  would 
cause  but  little  inconvenience  and  would  afford  tho  necessary 
protection  to  the  consumer.  It  is  a  mot ter  which  should  bo  tackled 
at  an  early  dato  by  tho  liinistrv. 

Hr  P  on  will  remarks  that  the  slau.gji.tor  houses  in  tho  Peterborough 
Rural  District  havo  boon  periodically  inspected  during  tho  irear . 
Throe  were  closed  during  tho  bar  and  one  has  boon  ro-oponed. 

One  is  not  kept  properly  clean. 

In  the  Barnaok  District  4  inspections  woro  no, do  during  slaughtering 
and  18  carco.se n  were  .examined.  No  siezuros  of  unsound  moat  were 
ma d o .  Two  nu i sane os  were  ab a t ed .

Delen  states  that  tho  inspection  of  food  has  been  well 


maintained  throughout  tho  year.  The  following  carcases  were 
condemned  on  account  of  tuberculosis  •-  4  cows  and  1  boast, 

weighing  013  stones,  a  "plain  cow"  and  "plain  beast"  weighing  37 
stones,  and  one  snail  hiefer  weighing  17 stones.  The  quarters  of 
one  beast  we idling  30  stones  were  also  condemned  for  tho  name  cause. 
In  addition  the  following  articles  were  condemned  • - 


Left  fore  quarter  of  a  boast;  1  carcase  of  mutton;  2  pigs: 

48  lbs  of  cooked  tripe;  G  boxes  of  dates;  a  quantity  of  edible 
offal;  10  tins  of  corned  boof;  2--  boxes  of  sheeps  kidneys;

I  mentioned  in  1918  that  the  slaughtering  of  all  low 
grade  and  casualty  animals  was  centred  under  Government  authority 
at  a  slaughter  house  in  IJastfiold.  Hr  Dodon  regrets  that  this  is 
discontinued  for  this  arrangement  undoubtedly  rendered  supervision 


much  more  effective- 
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DAiiHEiounisa . 

Tliuro  are  no w  46  bakohouso a  on  the  Oity  of  Peterborough  register. 
Two  new  bakehouses  have  boon  built  and  4  have  boon  ro-oponod. 

Throo  of  the  Imkohouses  liavo  also  boon  oonnidorably  enlarged. 

In  throo  or  four  cases  only  has  warning  had  to  bo  given  ooncerninv 
cleanliness  and  lack  of  attention  to  limowrvahing. 

A  few  of  the  bakehouses  are  structurally  old  and  unsuitable  and 
thoroforo  difficult  to  hoop  in  a  satisfactory  stato •  71  visits  wore 

made.  Alterations  and  repairs  wore  carried  out  at  6  bakehouses. 

'To  mention  is  made  of  Bakehouses  in  the  reports  of  tho  Officers  of 
tho  Peterborough  and  Barrack  Rural  District  Councils. 

E-ARIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILK  SHOP  3 . 


Ton  cowkeepers,  9  milk  sellers,  and  9  purveyors  of  milk  are  now 
registered  in  the  City  of  Peterborough.  Tho  number  of  cowkeepers 
is  tho  same  as  last  year;  tho  oilksollors  number  2  and  the 
purveyors  4  loss  than  in  1918.  Pifty-throo  visits  of  inspection 
have  been  paid.  Tho  conditions  as  regards  cleanliness  were 
maintained  as  satisfactorily  as  rossiblo. 

Mr  Penwill  remarks  that  nothing  has  boon  done  in  connection  with 

tho  cowsheds  and  daries  because  the  porsons  who  have  a  few  cows 

(usually  under  bad  conditions)  cannot  be  deo.lt  with. 

In  tho  Barnack  District  it  is  roportod  that  there  aro  14  dairymen 

in  the  aroa ,  and  11  makers  of  but tor  and  choeso. 

\ 

Eleven  inspections  woro  made  and  6  of  theso  o,t  milking  time. 

Six  wore  in  noed  of  cleaning  and  in  another  structural  repairs 
were  required  and  executed.  A  crying  nood  is  the  education 
of  those  ongo.god  in  tho  milk  trade.  Tho  caro  and  milking  of  cows 
and  tho  storage  of  milk  require  absolute  cleanliness. 

Such  cleanliness  can  bo  attained  in  faulty  promisos..  It  has  boon 
proved  .that  a  very  high  grade  milk  containing  very  few  germ 3  can 
bo  nroduced  i?i  very  unsatisfactory  cowsheds. 

The  nillcor  should  wash  his  hands  before  milking.  Tho  cows  should 
bo  kent  cloan  and  this  cleaning  does  not  tako  long.  One  man 
working  for  an  hour  a  day  can  koop  twonty  cows  docontly  clean. 
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miking  should,  .bo  done  not  into  an  op  on  pail  but  into  one  with  the 
mouth  two  thirds  covorod.  It  should  have  boon  sterilized  boforo  vino, 
by  one  of  the  simple  and  cheap  sterilizers  now  on  the  market. 

Lastly  the  milk  should  bo  cooled  in  one  of  the  many  satisfactory 
apparatuses  now  on  the  market.  It  would  bo  interesting  if  the 

sanitary  inspectors  would  tell  us  how  many  of  those  siraplo  precautions 

aro  part  of  tho  normal  routine  of  dairy  farm  workers  in  the  County. 

It  would  add  much  to  the  feeling  of  security  of  tho  mother  who  has  to 

artificially  food  her  children  if  she  know  that  a  thorough  system 

o*  inspection  and  instruction  of  dairy  workers  was  in  force  throughout
